Flore nce, April 2. 


E hear from Leghorn, that the Regency had 
ere? Orders to diitribuce 199, Zecchins among 
the Crew of Lis Brittanni,}, Majefly’s Ship the Princklt, 





commanded by Capt. Harvey, who having mann’d his 
Boats, went himfelf in Pesfon to prevent the ill Confe- 
quences which were apprehended from the Caledonia, 
an Englifh Merchant-fhip, being on Fire in the Mole, 
which he tow'd out to Sea, from amidft a great Number 
of Ships which then fufrounded her. Whitt he was 
cutting the Cables the Powder-Room took Fire ; but 
luckily the Quantity of Powder was not great, neither 
did any of his People receive any Eure trom she Can- 
non of the faid Ship, which were fixteen in Number, 
and which fired as they grew hot. Capt. Harvey has 
received the Thanks of the Governor of Leghorn, and 
of the Regency, for this fignal Piece of Service. 

Liege, April 23. ®.S. ‘The French fuffer much by 
Water in their Trenches; the Horfes fink above their 
Knees in the Camp, and the Want of Forage begins ‘to 
be felt among them, which will not foon be remedied, 
as there are only three Boats now lying at Namur. Part 
of the Cavalry which was about Bruffels has been moved 
within 24 Hours March of the Camp. The Enemy have 
not entirely finifh’d their fecond Parallel, nor brought 
their Batteries near enough to ruin their Defences of the 
Town M. Aylva has lutherto made a gallant Defence, 
and the French confefs no Artillery'was ever better 
ferved. The wet Weather has made their Troops very 
fickly. 

Hogue, April 26. N.S. The to,0co Men, to have 
been raijed in this Province, is now confined to 4050, 
already rarfed, well cloath’d and arm’d; and are im- 
mediately to be employ'd at Williamitadt, Gertruyden- 
berg, Heufden, &c. from whence the Garrifons are to 
be withdrawn to reiniorce the Army. And this Day 
thofe raifed in this Town began their March for the 
Places of their Deflination. The Remainder of the 
Durch Foot Guards fet out on Monday next; but the 
Time of the Prince of Orange's Departure is not yet 
fixed. Gazette. 

Florence, Ajri!6. The Princefs Maria Anna de Maf- 
fs, who has been married by Proxy to Prince Horatio 
Albini, has pafs’d by this Place in her Way to her Huf- 
band at Rome. The Count de Richecourt is fet out 
for the County of Vernio, with a Defign to examine 
the Roads which lead to Bologna, and to endcavour to 
difcoyer anew one, which may enable Paflengers to fh: m 
the Mountains of Giogo and Radicofa. Aik hings are 
ready for the Expedition into Corfica, but we do not pc- 
iitively know when it will take Place. G. A. 

Milan, April g. General Brown's Baggage fet out 
Yeiterday for Lodi, and he intends to follow very foon. 
Count Colloredo is expe&ted fhortly from Vienna, and 
‘us faid the Campaign will ae immediately on his Ar- 
rival. The Enemy thew a Difpofition of acing on the 
Defenfive, and continue their Bresatasions for that Pur- 
we. It feems as if Qttagio or Campo Freddo were the 
chief Objects of their fir Attempt ; but all Things are 
ready at both thofe Places to give them a proper Wel- 
come. Vice Admiral Forbes is arrived here, within 
theft few Days, from London ; together with his Brother 
4 Lieutenant-Colonel in the Englith Service. “They fet 
forward dirc@ly for Turin, from whenee the Admiral 
will go to join the Britith Fleet in the Mediterranean un- 
der Admiral Byng. ib. 

Peterflurg, April 2. Weare ftill'affured, if Peace is 
not concluded, 10,000 Men will be fent by Sea to the 
Low Countries. ‘The Court receives News from Time 
10 Time from Prince Repnin, concerning the March of 
the Troops, and feems to be very well pleafed with his 
Dilpatches, ib. 

stockholm, April g. The King is perfeally eftablifh’d 
in his Health. M. Guydickens, the King of Great Bri- 
tain’s Minilter, is preparing to leave us: Mait of his Re- 
tinue will embark here, but he will take a few Atten- 
dants with him by Land to Copenhagen, -whese he is to 
execute a Commiflion of Importance. ib. 

Head Quarters at Hellenrouche, April 18, N.S. The 
Accounts we have of the Enemy are, that M. Saxe has 
his Head Quarters at Hocchten, and has taken his Pc - 
fition from thence to Bilfen, and invefts Maeftricht :s 
faras the Jaar, M. de Brezé, with a Corps of about 
$ or goo0 Men, is polled betwecn the Jaar and the 
Meufe, and M. de Lowendahi is at Burgharen; Part 
of his Corps fronts the Geul, and the seit invells the 
Place on the Wyck Side. Lait Night a Detachment 
from the Enemy's Army, confiding of 300 Horfe, and 
as many Foot, and as many Foot, who were defigned 
to march te Sittart, were attacked on cheir Retreat 
Camp by Generab Baronai, who made 111 Prifoners, of 

which five are Officers; there were alfo a great Num- 
ber killed. The Enemy feein to defign to form one 
Attack on the Wyck Side, and another between the 
Port of ‘longres and that of Bois-le-duc. 

Heliinrouche, Aprii 22. N.S. Lord Albemarle.is ar- 
rived here with nine Britith Battalions and four Regiments 
#f Dragoons, four Auttrian Battalions, and the whole 
Britith Train, and fot bat five Men upon the March. 

Fyahoven, April 22. Every Thing is quiet in thele 


Parts, and the French have done fhewiog themfelves 
here, nor have they yet demanded any Contributions of 
any Vilage or Diftri€t in thefe Parts, as was noifed 
about. ib 


Breda, April 2z. As foon as all the Troops who are 
to form the Army are «rived, a Camp will be fix'd 
between Qudenbofch and Dongen, either to fupport 
the main Army ia cafe of Need, or to make a Di- 
verfion. ib. 

Retterdam, April 23. The Margueretta and the Li- 
berty, from Surivat to Amfterdam, are taken by the 
French, and carried into Morlaix. ib. 

Hague, April 25. His Serene Highnefs the Stadthol- 
der has juft made a Promotion of Sea-Officers, by which 
Vice-Admiral Schryver is made a Licutenant-Admiral. 
According to. Letters from Ruremond of the 22d Inftant, 
the Earl of Albemarle joined the Allied Army on the 
zoth, with g Battalions and 11 Squadrons of Englith 
‘Troops, and the Field Artillery belonging to the Britith 
Forces. The fame Day it was reinforced with four Bat- 
talions of Imperial Troops from near Breda. Ever fince 
the 24it we have heard a great Noife trom towards 
Maettricht, caufel principally by the Cannon of the Be- 
fieged, the French having done nothing fince the zoth 
but bombard the Town, their Batteries of heavy Can- 
non not being yet ready. ib. Ss 

Aix-la-Chapelle, April 18. The Spanith Plenipoten- 
tiary arrived here the 17th. The fame Day Count Se- 
verin entertained all the Minifters, and at Night had a 
particular Conference with Count Kaunitz. Ail the Am- 
bafladors have been at thé Town-hall, to view the Al- 
terations there on Account of the Conferences. ib. 

Berlin, April z. General Bernes departeg from hence 
the Day before Yefterday for Petersburgh, and was ac- 
companied by Capt. Hamilton and Berfin, both of his 
own Regiment of Cuiraffiers. . ib. ; 

Duffeldory, Ae:l 23.» Many Dutch Recsuits continue 
to pafs by this Place by Water, The Imperialifts have 
left a Battalion at Cologne to fecure the ‘Troops, which 
are ftill expefted, a Paflage by that Town. ib. 

Stochem, April 24. ‘The French did not begin to 
batter Maéltricht till the ziftinft. but the Rain and che 
Sally which the Gasrifon made have a little difcompofed, 
their Works. On the 23d at Night they began again to 
play their Batteries, and. made a terrible Fire ail the 
Night, without fetting any Pare of the Town on Fire, as 
we perceived. The Waters of the Maefe have'been in: 
creafed fo much by. the Rain, as to carry away two ‘ef 
the Enemy's Bridges 5 as for the reit, many French De- 
ferters go by here daily, and they write from Cologre, 
that the Roads in thafe Pasts nre full of them. Orher 
Letters fay, that the Fire of the Garrifon was fo brisk 
the 21 at Night, and the following Day, as to dif- 
mount three Batteries of the Befiegers ; that the French 
Mortar Batteries have play'd fince Yelterday Noon with 
redoubled Force ; that the Allies make great Moticus in 
their Camp at Ruremond, and chat the Duke of Cum- 
berland has drawn a Line on the Right. ib.

The Part, indeed, of the Critical Office in which 
we are moft delighted, is that which confifts in 
giving Praife and Recommendation to Merit; and 
this we fhall extend to every new Scheme and In- 
vention whatever, that anywife tends to public 
Utility, 

After this Declaration we fhall make no further 
Apology for printing the following Letter. Wedo 
indeed agree with the Writer, that had we fup- 

refs’d a Plan of fo noble a Charity, we fhould 
BR deferved his fevereft Cenfure; nor will thofe 
whom it chiefly concerns to carry it into Execu- 
tion, deferve that Cenfure lefs, if they pafs it over 
unregarded, or indeed if they omit immediately 
fetting their Hands to fo ufeful a Work. 

The Letter which was read in Court, and ors 
dered to be recommended, is as follows: 


Moft Noble Squire Trott-Plaid, 


O penetrate into the Heart of fo comjcal, fo 
odd, and fo‘unaccountable an Animal as you 


feem to be, is beyond adi human Art, and a Task 
too hard for the D—I himfelf, Were I to judge 
of your Principles by what I can gather from a Pas 
pers which has lately made its Appearance in the 
orld under the Title of the Facobite Fournal, 
which, to your immortal Honoar, they fay you 
are the Author of, I fhould take you to be a down- 
right honeft Man, and a true Briton ; one who has 
the Intereft of your Country, and the Good of 
Mankind, fincerely at Heart. But I may be de- 
ceived, tho’ 1 muft confefs that nothing has fo much 
the Appearance of Honefty as that Warmth with 
which you recommend any Thing that has the leaft 
Shew of public Benefit. do not know how I can 
try you better than by offering a Scheme to your 
Confideration, which, in my Opinion, muft be of 
great Advantage to this Nation, wiz. For raifing 
a Fund for maintaining the Widows and Children 
of inferior and diftrefs’d Clergymen. Now if you 
are that generous, candid, and well-di Crea- 
ture, that you profefs yourfelf to-be, I donot doubt 
but the Sequel will meet with your tion. 
But if, on the Contrary, you afta fad Dog in the 
Shape of Goodnefs, both myfelf and my Scheme 
will be the Objeét of your Ridicule and Contempt : 
So—without farther Apology here goes—<Partarinht 
Montes, nafcetur ridiculus Mus. ; 

In the firft Place I will tell you how this Projeé& 
came into my Head. You muft know, then, that 
fome time ago I went with a Friend of mine to vilit 
the Widow of an Officer, who, for the fake of 
living cheap, is fettled in out Neighbourbood. She 
has two Children, a Boy about eight, and a Girl 
about ten Years old ; and I think a fonder Mother, 
and more dutiful or lovely Children, I never faw. 
When we came in, the little Boy wa’ reading to 
his Mamma, and Mifs was working ; and, as I found 
afterwards, they had no other Inftruéter. I was 
fo charmed with the obliging Behaviour of this 
Lady, and the Pains that the litile ones took to 
in i ate their Mamma, that I could not-help faying 
that I thought fhe was quite happy in having foch 
Children. She anfwer’d with a Smile, mix’d with 
Concern, ‘* Poor Things, if they had not lof theit 
** Papa, it would have been happier for them; but 
** now they have so Friend but me. However, if 
‘ it fhould pleafe God to let me live till they are: 

grown up, Thope, the’ E have nothing but my 

* Penfion to live on, that fhali be able to give. 
‘© them a virtuous Education; and all I defire is to 
‘¢ fee them get a Livelihood in an honeft Way, tho’ 
** a mean one.” Here 1 could not help reflecting. 
how happy it was that Women, who were fo often, 
lefc deftitute as Officers Widows were, fhould have 
fuch a Provifion made for them, as prevented both 
them and their Children from falling into thofe 
Vices, to which Neteffity is fo itrefiftable a Temp- 
tation, She went on with faying, ** That if the 
“* was to begin her Life again, fhe would not marry 
‘© an Officer; for, belides the Inconyeniency of 
their frequent Abfence from their Families, they 
‘© feldom left any thing behind, except Children : 
‘* But ftill fhe thought their Widows were happier 
“ than the Widows of the Genérality of the Clers 
‘6 gy, efpecially the inferior ones, who very often 
‘* jeave a numerous Iffue behind them, to be main- 
** tained by the Charity of well-difpofed People, 
“< A meagre Subfiftence indeed |” This put tre upon 
thinking, that if the fame Thing was done in the 
Church as is done in the Army, Diftrefles of this 
Nature would be eafily remedied. I fuppofe you 
know, that the Penfions of Officers Widows are 
pid out of a Fund gaifed . their giving one Day’s 
ay in the Year for thet Purpofe. Now if every 
Ecclefiaftick, from the Archbifhop down te the 
Curate, was to do the fame, I’m fure it would raife 
a Fund large enough not only to maintain the Wi- 
dows, but likewife to provide for many of their 
Chikiren. I have tnehtioned this Scheme to every 
Parfon that I have feén for thefe three Years haft 
pat, which. they all to a Man approved; and as it 
would be a Trifle to each Individeal of that Society, 
and of fuch infinite Advantage to the Whola, 
1 cannot help ghinking, if you would confider, inv 
and recommend this Projeé

Any Paffion for his Country, 

Or any Charity for Mankind,
